child  population.  It  would  help  matters  if  more  children  suffering  from 
these  diseases  could  be  sent  to  an  Isolation  Hospital  provided  that  beds 
are  available. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A  record  is  kept  and  checked  quarterly  of  the  numbers  of  children 
immunised  against  Diphtheria,  By  December  3ist.  1943>  kh»5%  of  children 
under  3  years  have  been  immunised,  and  92.6%  of  children  between  the  ages 
of  5  and  15  years.  District  Nurses  and  Welfare  Workers  have  been  asked 
to  help  in  improving  the  figures  for  children  under  5,  and  in  some 
districts  there  have  been  an  increase  in  numbers  requiring  this  benefit.

This  is  a  decided  drop  compared  with  1942,  when  over  35  tons  were  collected 
and  sold  for  £240,  Nearly  all  villages  have  worked  well  but  labour  was 
urgently  needed  on  the  land,  and  collectors  naturally  gave  this  work 
priority. 

All  surplus  moneys  after  paying  cost  of  cartage  and  postages  are 
returned  to  the  villages.

sanitary  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 

?/ater  sunnly. 

The  chief  source  of  supply  is  from  wells,  many  of  which 
are  shallow  and  unfit  for  domestic  use,  contamination  being  sho'wn 
when  samples  have  been  taken  after  heavy  rains. 

During  the  five  shears  preceding  1940,  a  number  of  deep 
bores  v/ere  sunk  providing  a  plentiful  supply  in  some  villages. 

Villages  relying  mostly  on  wells  were  extremely  short  of  water,  and 
water  had  to  be  carted  to  provide  a  domestic  supply  to  the  village 
of  B-iundford  and  parts  of  Sporle. 

Proposed  schemes  were  prepared  by  your  Sanitary  Insnector 
for  suggested  supply  to  individual  villages,  and  38  visits  were  made 
to  various  parishes  in  regard  to  the  water  shortage.  He  also  atten¬ 
ded  two  Parish  Council  meetings  to  discuss  the  matter. 

The  water  level  in  the  bores  also  fell  considerably. 

One  new  boring  was  sunk  in  BJundford  to  supply  the  School. 

There  are  no  public  water  mains,  a  few  isolated  groups 
of  cottages  have  a  standpipe  supply  from  a  source  derived  from  bores 
situated  mainly  at  the  farm  close  by.  The  Council  also  have  two 
Housing  Sites  with  water  laid  on  to  the  houses.  This  supply  is  also 
from  bores.

cicam  ACCOMKOBATIOH. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  the  old  obsolete  insanitary 
privy  middens.  Except  in  a  few  cases,  these  have  been  found  to  be 
undermined  by  rats  and  are  a  danger  to  health  by  these  vermin  and 
flies  which  carry  disease,  especially  dysentery  and  summer 
diarrhoea.  During  the  16  years  that  your  Sanitary  Inspector  has 
been  in  your  Service,  he  has  made  strenuous  efforts  to" have  these 
vaults  replaced  by  the  more  hygienic  sanitary  pail,  with  facilities 
for  the  proper  cleansing  of  the  conveniences.  Several  people 
have  installed  modern  Chemical  Closets. 

Groups  of  houses  in  some  villages  have  very  small 
gardens  in  which  to  dispose  of  this  type  of  refu.se,  which  resultant 
contamination  of  the  soil.  In  my  opinion,  the  removal  and  proper 
disposal  of  night  soil  from  the  more  thickly  populated  areas  should 
be  seriously  considered  for  the  improvement  of*  public  health. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Six  parishes  (Sporlo,  East  and  West  Bradenham,  Great 
Cressingham,  Gooderstone  and  Holme  Hale)  have  schemes  in  operation 
for  the  periodical  collection  of  refuse,  which  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  inhabitants,  and  efforts  are  still  being  made  to  get  the 
other  parishes  to  adopt  this  method.  A  number  of  disused  gravel 
pits  are  used  for  the  disposal  of  this  refuse.  29  inspections 
were  made  of  those  dumps  during  the  year.
